Reference E. J.W. Foresberg et al. in U.S. Patent 5,360,458 
disclose water-oil emulsions comprising water, oil, and a minor 
emulsifying amount of the reaction product of at least one 
saturated or unsaturated aliphatic monocarboxylic acid of about 12

methanol and a fatty acid which is partially neutralized by a 
nitrogenous base. In all aspects of U.S. Patent 5,004,479, 
methanol is the only alcohol present.
